C ongratulations to Hanover Central High 

School for being the 2011 IHSAA Class 2 A State 
runners-up in Baseball. These words, heard over the speakers 
at Victory Field in Indianapolis, set off a flood of emotions for 
the players, coaches, and fans as the Hanover Central Baseball 
team completed their record-breaking 2011 season. 

Although falling short of the ultimate goal of a state 
championship to South Spencer by a score of 8 to 1, the 
Wildcats put together an outstanding and exciting run through 
their 2011 baseball campaign. Finishing the season with a 
record setting 22 wins against 6 losses was the product of a lot 
of dedication, hard work, and tears throughout the year. 

During the season, the Wildcats stormed through the PCC 
competition, winning both the tournament and the Round Robin 
schedule without a defeat. This was a first ever double sweep 
for the baseball squad. Providing much of the spark for this 
feat, the following players earned All-Conference Honors: Andy 
Wellwerts, Nic Sampognaro, Nick Bollenbacher, and Zac 
Maciejewski. 

The Wildcats started their road to state by first defeating 
rainy and miserable, hot and humid conditions to win the first 
Baseball Sectional Championship for the school. Andy 
Wellwerts struck out 12 batters, leading the Wildcats past 
Bishop Noll by a score of 6 to 3 with Nick Bollenbacher, Nick 
Spangler, and Dan Stum providing the offensive drive to take 
the team into the Sectional Final. Coach Nelson received the 
first of many gatorade baths of the state series as the Wildcats 
powered past Wheeler 13 to 8 behind a strong performance on 
the mound from Nic Sampognaro. The offensive fire power in 
this win came from Tyler Trepton, Mike Balich, and Nick 
Bollenbacher.

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At Regionals, the Wildcats once again had to 
battle the weather as well as the opposition. In a hard 
fought 11-inning thriller, Wellwerts again pitched 
superbly with Trepton finishing on the hill for the 
Wildcat 9 to 5 victory over Westview. Mike Balich's 
mammoth 3-run homer blasted the Wildcats into the 
Regional final game. Balich had a career day driving in 
5 runs and an earlier triple. The Wildcats poured it on in 
the championship game, snaring the school's first 
Regional Championship and downing Eastside 10 to 2 
behind the arms of Trepton and Sampognaro. Sturr\j*f ‘ - 
opened the gate with a two-out single in the sixth inning 
that enabled a flurry of hit batsmen and Zac 
Maciejewski's 2-run double slamming the gate for the 
win. Nick Laing threw in a web-gem catch robbing an 
Eastside batter from a homerun early in the game to 
help pump up the Wildcats' faith. Coach Nelson 
received another much appreciated gatorade shower. 

Being just one game away from the school's first ever 
berth in the state finals for baseball, Wildcat fever was 
running high. In an outpouring of support the fans and 
community rallied behind the team. In a nail biter, the 
Wildcats squeaked out a 4 to 3 victory with another 
Wellwerts' gem on the mound over Taylor to capture the 
first ever Semi-state Championship for Hanover Central. 
Trepton's 2-run single provided the scoring that 
propelled the Wildcats to their first state appearance. 

Of course Coach Nelson received his traditional 
gatorade dousing with Coach Szanyi included this time.

New York 
quarterback Eli Manning, 
playing in the Indianapolis 
stadium made famous by 
his older brother Peyton, 
led the Giants on a game- 
winning touchdown drive 
in the last four minutes and 
was chosen Super Bowl 
MVP for the second time. 





◄ GREAT SUCCESSOR 

The leadership of North 
Korea passed from father 
to son when Kim Jong II 
(right) died of a heart attack 
and his youngest son, Kim 
Jong Un (third from right), 
became ruler. Although 
North Korean leaders 
called Kim Jong Un the 
Great Successor, officials 
worldwide were unsure of 
his readiness to lead the 
nation, known for its strong 
military and poor human 
rights record. 




A ARAB SPRING 
CONTINUES 

The Arab Spring uprisings 
of 201 1 continued into 
2012. Egyptians returned 
to Tahrir Square to protest 
the temporary government, 
and violence increased 
when a military police 
officer was seen beating 
a woman. In Syria, more 
than 5,000 people died in 
2011 during government 
protests, while the 
government said it was 
cracking down on what it 
called armed terrorists.

These included 
massive flooding of the 
Mississippi River; a severe 
drought and wildfires 
in the southern Plains 
and southwest U.S.; and 
Hurricane Irene along the 
East Coast. 



LABOR NEGOTIATIONS were a problem 
for both the NFL and NBA.

Once the NBA season started, the 
shortened regular season became a grind, 
with teams playing the 66-game schedule 
in a tight, four-month timeframe.

Her album, 27, became 
the best selling record of 
the year. 


▲ JUST BORN THIS WAY 

Lady Gaga's latest album, 
Born This Way, sold more 
than a million copies in one 
week, she was nominated 
for three Grammy Awards 
and the Guinness Book 
of Records declared she 
had more followers than 
anybody on Twitter at 
more than 13 million. 


◄ QUAKE RATTLES 
MONUMENT 

The Washington 
Monument was expected 
to be closed to the public 
for repairs for at least a 
year after a 5.8 magnitude 
earthquake in August. 

A team rappelled the 
555-foot structure and 
found most of the damage 
occurred at the top. Other 
buildings, including the 
National Cathedral, also 
were damaged. 


▲ NOT SO FAST, NETFLIX! 

Popular DVD-by-mail pro- 
vider Netflix experienced a 
rough year with its strategic 
direction. The company 
was bombarded with 
negative feedback after 
announcing it was splitting 
its online streaming and 
DVD mail services into two 
plans.

In Ohio, officers went on a 
big game hunt after a man 
who owned more than 
50 wild animals opened 
their cages and set them 
free. The animals had been 
living on a farm in eastern 
Ohio. Schools were closed 
during the hunt. Among the 
animals killed were Bengal 
tigers, lions, black bears 
and grizzly bears. One 
grizzly bear, three leopards 
and two monkeys were 
captured and taken to the 
Columbus Zoo. 



▼ BECKHAM GETS

In his fifth season with 
the team, British soccer 
star David Beckham 
finally led the Los Angeles 
Galaxy to the MLS Cup 
championship. Beckham 
was second in the league 
in assists and L.A. capped 
off the year with a 1 -0 
victory over Houston in the 
championship game.
